An Open Letter. 


Martin Segota fell to His Death. 
A fatal aocideut occurred at the 
Argonaut mine on ¡Saturday after­ 
noon. The victim was a young Aus­ 
trian miner, named Martin ¡Segota, 
aged 28 years. He had been working 
at the Argonaut for about three years, 
aud had proved himself a steady and 
reliable worker. The precise manner 
in which I he fatality occurred is 
merely a matter of conjecture. 
No 
one wit’nessd the mishap, nor knew of 
its occurrence until his body was 
found on the timbers of the bulkhead 
near the bottom of the shaft. 
John Kodonovich aud the victim 
were working a machine drill at the 
2520 foot level on the afternoon 
mentioned. About 4 o’clock Kodono- 
vicb who had charge of the drilling 
operations, sent Segota for more drills 
saying that he would go on drilling 
while he was away. 
The drills are 
left at each station, and placed some 
eight feet from the shaft. 
They are 
always left in the same spot, so that 
the workers knew exactly where to 
look for them. 
Ordinarily it would 
take but a few minutes to go to the 
usual place and return. 
Kodonovich 
kept at work, and drilled a hole, aud 
still his partner failed to return. He 
thought perhaps be had gone to 
another station for them. Quitting 
time came- 6 o’clock—and still Segota 
was missing. 
Kodonovich inquired 
of his brother miners if they had seen 
anything of his partner. All answer­ 
ed in the negative. 
At last one of the miners gathered 
around the shaft at the 2500 level 
thought he detected a strange sound, 
as of a man groaning, coming from 
the shaft below. 
He spoke of the 
matter to his companions. 
They 
listened but could hear nothing. 
At 
length Cole beard the same sound 
coming up from below, and this time 
there was no mistaking that it pro­ 
ceeded from a human being in dis­ 
tress. Looking down the shaft several 
drills were seen lying on the timbers, 
and this fact conveyed the Impression 
that Segota had fallen down the shaft. 
The bulkhead built over the shaft to 
protect the men engaged in sinking 
operations, was only 35 feet below. 
Here they found the unconscious 
form of Segota with three drills be­ 
side him. 
There were four other 
drills scattered on the timbers, show­ 
ing that the unfortunate man had 
loaded himself with seven drills when 
the fatal plunge was taken. 
The victim was conveyed to the sur­ 
face as speedily as possible, and 
theuce packed to the Sierra Sanitar­ 
ium, where Drs. Phillips and Goodman 
made a critical examination to looate 
the injury. 
It was evident to the 
physicians that’he was probably fatal­ 
ly hurt. 
And yet the marks about 
the body were insufficient on a curso­ 
ry examination to account for the 
evident ssriousness of his case, 
tinally a discoloration over the right 
temple was diagnosed as the main 
injury. 
The skin was unbroken, but 
the medical examiners detected that 
the skull beneath was indented and 
the displaced bone pressiug upon the 
brain. Trephining was iesorted to in 
the hope of atfording relief, and when 
the pressure of the bone was released 
the whole frame twitobod aud quiver­ 
ed—the only response of the vital 
forces to the operation. 
He never 
recovered consciousness. 
He died 
about 8 o’clock Sunday morning. 
It is said that be was subject to dizzy 
spells. He had been under treatment 
of a physician several times. 
It is supposed that after placing the 
seven drills across bis shoulder, while 
in a stooping posture—the usual mode 
In such cases—on attempting to rise, 
the weight of the drills over balanced 
him and be fell baokward into the 
shaft. 
Or it may be that he was 
attacked by a spoil of dizziness at 
that critical moment, and tottering 
forward toward the shaft in a dazed 
condition fell therein. 
Coroner Potter held an inquest over 
the body Sunday afternoon. 
A ver­ 
dict of accidental death was returned 
in accordance with the meager light 
that could be thrown upon the case. £ 
Bogota was a singlo man. His only 
relative in this state is a sister living 
at Aug&ls Camp, who came over Mon­ 
day to attend the funeral, which was 
held Tuesday. 
He has relatives in 
bis native Jand, Austria, toward 
whose support it is said he regularly 
contributed out of his wages. It is 
said be was insured in the Austrian 
Benevolent Society, of which he was 
a member, for the sum of 88U0.

STAGE HOLD-UP 


Butler, the Driver, Relieved ot $14 


by Highwayman. 
Suspect in Jail 
A daring stage robbery was com­ 
mitted at an early hour on Wednes­ 
day morning, near the old Finn ranch, 
three miles below Drytown, on the 
Plymouth aud Saoramento road. The 
daily stage operating between Ply­ 
mouth aud Saoramento, owned by 
Butler and Talbot, was making tho 
down trip to the capital city. 
W. 
Butler, one of the proprietors, was 
driving. >lt was about 7 o’clock in 
the morning when the stage reached a 
point some two miles out from Ply­ 
mouth, neat the harness store of F. 
Vanderpool. 
There were no pass­ 
engers aboard. At this point a man, 
having a mask in the shape of a red 
handkerchief over bis face, stepped 
into the road, and commanded the 
driver to halt, and demanded his 
money. Whether he exhibited a wea­ 
pon to back up his demand we have 
not leained, but probably *be did. 
Batler surrendered all the coin he 
had with him—amounting to 814 to 
the road agent, aud was thereupon 
permitted to continue his journey. 
Butler drove on to Sacramento, and 
it seems he failed to notify tne 
sberitt’s office of the hold-up until he 
reached Forest Home, 
As soon as sheriff Cregory was 
apprised ot the crime, he, assisted by 
constubie Norman Wheeler of Ply­ 
mouth, started out to hunt lor the 
perpetrator. Upon reaching the scene 
of the robbery, it was not long before 
they were on the 
track of the 
criminal. 
Footprints were readily 
traceable leading flora the spot across 
private cultivated lands and by a 
roundabout way through Drytown. 
About 8 o’clock a'man wearing heavy 
boots, mnddy and wet evidently from 
tramping over soft grass-grown fields, 
was seeu passing through the main 
street toward the Fremont mine. 
With this information the sheriff pro­ 
ceeded to the Fremont mine, and 
speedily placed under arrest a man 
giving his name as William Kubiusou, 
who answered to the description 
given of the traveler through Dry- 
towu that morning. 
He reached the 
mine about half-past eight that m orn­ 
ing. Heavy boots, soiled and grassy, 
were found in his possession. They 
fitted the tracks leading from the 
scene of the robbery over the pougbed 
ground. There was no money found 
on his person, nor a weapon of any 
kind. He is supposed to have secret­ 
ed these somewhere on his journey 
toward the mine. 
The.officers are thoroughly satisfied 
that they have the right man. Robin­ 
son is not hia right name. 
It seems 
that he was a passenger on tho Ply­ 
mouth stage on Monday from Sacra­ 
mento to Plymouth. 
He went to 
work at the the Fremont mine on 
Tuesday, ana worked until 11 o’clock 
that night—a half shift. 
That was 
the last seen of him prior to the 
hoid-up. 
He slept in a bunkhouse 
alone. What time he left his room 
that night or the following morning 
uo one knows. 
He failed to appear 
for breakfast at the boarding house 
Wednesday morning. 
He has made several contradictory 
statements to the officers. 
He gives 
his age as 27, but he is thought to be 
older than that. 
He worked in the 
Kennedy mine for a short time. It is 
thought he is no novice in crime. 
He would not deny that he had been 
jailed before. At first he denied hav­ 
ing worn the heavy boots that morn­ 
ing, but afterwards admitted the tact. 
He wanted to know how long a sen­ 
tence he would get if he owned up to 
the robbery. £lt is believed he will 
make a clean confession of the crime. 
Butler, who was robbed, will likely 
be here to-day for the purpose ot 
identifying the suspect, if he can. 


Last Saturday morning S. U. Cill 
an old man who. had been working 
qlgaring land for M. M. Chisholm on 
bis ranch, was found dead in his 
cabin. He had been dead for several 
days, evidently, as the body was in a 
badly decomposed state. 
The coroner was at* once notified 
and he deputized Justice Gaitlin to 
hold the iuquest over the remains, 
It developed at the inquest that the 
old man had boen complaining aud 
that he had suffered from dropsical 
affliction of late. 
His death was evi­ 
dently due to natural causes, probably 
heart disease. 
The remains were 
interred near the cabin where the 
deceased had lived for the past two 
years.—Echo. 


Bakery Sold.

Accordingly, Thursday 
morning sheriff Cregory and the dis­ 
trict attorney took the prisoner over 
to the Fremont mine, and at a 
plaoe near-by pointed out by the 
accused they took out $12 in coin and 
a formidable 
regulation revolver. 
Butler says he surrendered $14 to the 
persuasive looks of the revolver. 
The shortage is doubless due to the 
rcbber having appropriated the other 
couple of dollars lor incidental ex­ 
penses. 
The sum of $1.75 cents was 
found on him when arrested, so that 
the_totaI sum is accounted tor except 
25 cents.

It appears 
that Butler notified the Plymouth 
constable of the robbery on reachiug 
Forest Home. 
Coustable Wheeler 
and his deputy Dan Buna of Dry­ 
town, started oat to run down the 
perpetrator, and had followed the 
tracks from the scene of the hold-up 
to Drytown before the sheriff got on 
the ground. Sheiiff Cregory met the 
two officers named in Drytown, aud 
the three proceeded to the Fremont, 
where the sheriff made the arrest, on 
the strength of the description of 
the man given by those who had seen 
him passing through the town toward 
the mine. 
Sheriff Cregory hignly commends 
constable Wbeeier and bis deputy for 
their energy and promptness in gett­ 
ing on the trail of the highwayman.
